mission  field. 

A  native  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  Fa¬ 
ther  Sweeterman  was  ordained  at 
St.  Charles  Seminary,  Carthagena, 
Ohio,  in  1949,  and  his  first  as¬ 
signment  was  as  assistant  at 
Sacred  Heart  parish,  Fowler,  Ind. 
In  January  1951  he  was  trans- 
ferred  to  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral, 
Lafayette,  Ind. 

Father  Sweeterman  is  a  brother 
to  Rev.  Norbert  Sweeterman,  ’40, 
who  is  mission  procurator  of  the 
Precious  Blood  Society,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Dayton. 

At  present  the  Society  has  six 
parishes  and  11  mission  chapels 
Chile,  with  headquarters  in 
Santo  Domingo  parish,  Santiago.

Helped  on  Ad  Building 

Father  Chris  was  bom  March 
19,  1872,  at  Reed,  Seneca  county, 
Ohio.  As  a  youth  he  worked  on 
the  family  farm,  remaining  at 
home  until  other  children  in  the 
family  were  old  enough  to  take 
over  the  work. 

After  a  time  at  Carthagena, 
Ohio,  where  he  was  preparing  for 
the  priesthood,  he  was  sent  to 
Rensselaer  to  teach  at  the  newly 
established  Indian  School.  While 
there,  he  helped  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  first  building  at  St. 
Joseph’s,  the  present  Administra¬ 
tion  building,  and  when  the  col¬ 
lege  began  to  accept  applications 
in  1891,  Father  Chris  was  the 
first  to  register. 

Ten  Years  in  Rensselaer 

Ordained  in  1902  at  St.  Charles 
seminary,  Carthagena,  the  young 
priest  was  assigned  to  Sedalia, 
Mo.,  as  an  assistant;  here  he  also 
served  the  missions  and  stations 
in  four  Ozark  region  counties. 
Eight  years  later  he  was  assigned 
to  St.  Augustine’s  parish,  Renssel¬ 
aer,  where  he  stayed  for  about 
10  years.

worked  out  by  a  committee  and 
will  be  further  explained  in  the 
next  CONTACT!

sociation: 

Advantages  of  Move 

1)  The  graduates  will  be  en- 
rolled  in  ceremonies  which  will  be 
entirely  alumni  in  nature,  rather 
than  in  a  rite  in  which  that  enroll¬ 
ment  is  merely  an  adjunct  to  the 
more  climatic  Commencement  ex¬ 
ercise,  as  has  been  the  custom. 

2)  Alumni  will  be  able  to  bring 
their  wives  and  lady  friends  for 
a  day’s  outing.  A  program  for  the 
ladies,  while  the  business  meeting 
is  in  session,  is  being  planned. 

3)  Vacationing  alumni  will  find 
much  of  attraction  in  and  around 
Chicago  should  they  wish  to  arrive 
early  or  stay  after  the  reunion. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Otte,  treasurer 
of  the  college  and  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  said  that  alumni  can  feel 
assured  of  reasonable  rates  at  the 
Sheraton. 

4)  Alumni  and  their  guests 
might  conveniently  visit  St. 
Joseph’s  the  next  day,  view  the 
Commencement  exercise,  and  re¬ 
new  acquaintances  with  those 
memory-holding  spots  around  the 
campus. 

5)  The  accessibility  of  Chicago 
with  all  parts  of  the  Midwest 
facilitates  travel  to  the  reunion 
site.  Travel  by  rail  or  bus  is 
especially  made  simpler.

Board  Cites  Need 
For  Field  Director 


That  there  is  need  for  a  full¬ 
time  national  director,  or  field 
secretary,  of  the  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  two  winter 
meetings  held  on  the  campus  Jan. 
6  and  Feb.  3. 

Accordingly,  it  was  moved  “that 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion  by  unanimous  vote  requests 
the  Board  of  Control  of  the 
College  to  appoint  a  full-time 
and  salaried  lay  National  Director, 
whose  duty  it  will  be  to  co-ordin¬ 
ate  the  various  chapters  of  the 
Association,  as  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Control,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  college.” 

The  work  of  such  an  official 
would  consist  largely  in  making 
off-campus  contacts  in  the  various 
centers  of  alumni  concentration 
and  re-forming  the  chapters  in 
those  areas. 

This  matter  will  be  discussed 
at  the  business  meeting  of  the 
alumni  reunion  at  the  Sheraton 
Hotel  in  Chicago,  June  7.

Dr.  James  S.  Niblick,  ’10-’12, 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  St.  Joseph’s  College  Alumni 
Association  since  July  1949,  died 
Dec.  27  at  2  A.  M.  in  St.  Cathe¬ 
rine’s  Hospital,  East  Chicago,  Ind, 
Funeral  services  were  held  Dec. 
29  at  St.  Patrick’s  Church. 

Dr.  Niblick  was  taken  to  the 
hospital  Dec.  26  for  treatment  of 
a  cardiac  condition  after  he  had 
suffered  a  heart  attack  at  his 
home  after  dinner  Christmas  Day. 

Health  Officer  13  Years 

For  13  consecutive  years  Dr. 
Niblick  served  as  health  officer 
under  Mayor  Frank  J.  Migas,  and 
his  reappointment  to  that  post  had 
been  announced  by  the  new  mayor, 
Walter  M.  Jeorse. 

After  graduation  from  medical 
school  at  Loyola  University  in 
June  1917,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Niblick 
went  to  East  Chicago  where  he 
began  to  practice  at  what  is  now 
the  Indiana  Harbor  Clinic,  and 
where  he  was  associated  until  his 
death. 

Belonged  to  Organizations 

Dr.  Niblick  was  a  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Elks  and  Moose 
lodges,  Izaak  Walton  League,  and 
the  Town  Club  of  Chicago.  He  held 
membership  also  in  several  med¬ 
ical  associations.

The  beginning  of  the  spring 
semester  of  the  Hammond  Exten¬ 
sion  of  St.  Joseph’s  College  was 
announced  Feb.  1  by  Father  Henry 
Martin,  director  of  the  Extension 
and  assistant  professor  of  educa¬ 
tion  on  the  college  faculty. 

Ten  new  courses  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum,  making 
a  total  of  16  courses  available  to 
extension  students.  The  new 
courses  include  Apologetics,  Art 
Crafts,  Economics,  Education, 
Layman  and  the  Law,  Moral  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Parliamentary  Procedure, 
Fundamentals  of  Singing,  Voice 
and  Speech  Improvement,  and 
Typing.  Continued  will  be  courses 
in:  Accounting,  Acting,  Marketing, 
Speech,  World  Literature,  and 
Shorthand. 

Classes  are  held  nightly,  Mon¬ 
day  through  Friday,  in  the  new 
wing  of  Bishop  Noll  High  School. 
Seven  faculty  members  from  St. 
Joe  conduct  classes  at  the  Exten¬ 
sion.  They  include  Frs.  Kaiser, 
Otte,  Martin,  and  Maziarz  and 
Messrs.  Kelly,  Sanderlin,  and 
Dumas. 

Any  person  wno  is  21  years  of 
age  or  over,  or  who  has  received 
a  high  school  diploma  is  eligible 
to  enroll  for  classes.

Fifty  years  in  the  service  of 
God  as  a  Brother  is  a  distinction 
worthy  of  the  greatest  notice.  One 
holding  such  a  coveted  honor  is 
Brother  David  Schneider,  our 
local  barber. 

Born  Sept.  7,  1877,  in  Baden, 
Germany,  Brother  Dave  arrived 
in  the  U.  S.  in  1893,  when  he  was 
16.  The  following  year  he  came  to 
Collegeville,  where  for  four  years 
he  followed  the  classical  courses. 
After  finishing  high  school,  he 
decided  to  become  a  Brother.  He 
was  professed  at  St.  Mary’s  Novi¬ 
tiate,  Burkettville,  Ohio,  on  Feb. 
8,  1902. 

St.  Joe’s  apparently  held  a  spell 
over  Brother  Dave,  for  after  pro¬ 
fession  he  was  sent  back  here,  and 
here  he  has  stayed  ever  since. 

Barber  of  All 

Faithfully  has  Brother  Dave 
run  his  comb  and  clippers  through 
the  hair  of  college  men  and  pro¬ 
fessors  alike.  He  has  probably  cut 
the  hair  of  every  alumnus  of  St. 
Joe.  Virtually  everyone  remembers 
the  hours  spent  in  his  barber’s 
chair,  while  he  clipped  hair  and 
talked  baseball. 

Every  alumnus  covets  the  golf 
trophy  named  in  honor  of  Brother 
Dave,  and  presented  annually  by 
the  Cook  County  Chapter  to  the 
winner  of  the  Alumni  Golf  Tour¬ 
ney. 

Rome  Is  Highlight 

The  greatest  joy  in  my  life,” 
happily  smiled  Brother  Dave  as 
the  question  was  raised,  “was  the 
time  I  spent  in  Rome  during  the 
Holy  Year.”  The  five-day  stay  in 
the  Eternal  City  was  filled  with 
visiting  the  famous  basilicas  of 
St.  Peter,  St.  Mary  Major,  St. 
Paul-outside-the- Walls,  and  St 
John  Lateran,  the  Sistine  Chapel, 
the  Catacombs,  the  Colosseum,  and 
other  places  of  interest  in  the  city. 

Brother  was  privileged  on  two 
occasions  to  speak  with  the  Holy 
Father  in  a  semi-private  audience 
and  both  times  kissed  the  Pon 
tiff’s  ring.  On  another  occasion  he 
touched  one  of  the  nails  with 
which  Christ  had  been  crucified 
viewed  the  pillar  at  which  He  had 
been  scourged,  and  kissed  a  large 
portion  of  the  True  Cross. 

Visits  Germany 

With  Brother  Hans  Kreuzhermes, 
his  constant  companion  during  the 
entire  visit  abroad,  and  Fathers 
Neumeyer  and  Pollack,  their  guid¬ 
es  on  the  visit  to  Rome,  he  travel¬ 
ed  to  scenes  of  the  activity  of 
Blessed  Gaspar  del  Bufalo,  the 
founder  of  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood.  After  three 
months  of  visiting  Germany,  Aus¬ 
tria,  Switzerland,  and  Italy,  Broth- 
thers  Dave  and  Hans  returned  to 
St.  Joe  in  early  September.  This 
has  been  Brother  Dave’s  second 
trip  abroad,  the  first  visit  being 
in  1931. 

Many  happy  memories  have  pas¬ 
sed  through  the  portals  of  time, 
but  many  more  are  yet  to  come 
for  Brother  Dave.  A  hardy  man, 
still  possessing  the  activity  of  an 
invigorated  young  man,  Brother, 
at  74,  still  has  many  more  years 
before  him.
